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Fifty-seven Senators have signed a peti- 
tion to force a showdown on a resolution 
directing the President to cut Government 
spending by five to ten percent for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1. They will 
take their fight to the floor of the Senate 
this week. 

This latest economy bloc cuts sharply 
across party lines. It boasts of 22 Demo- 
crats and 35 Republicans from 38 States. 
That is eight more than a bare majority of 
the Senate. There are indications that it 
will get what it seeks, though whether the 
House will concur and the President sign 
such a resolution is a moot question. 

We are all for cutting Government ex- 
penses, particularly at this time of uncer- 
tain business prospects. It is, however, 
anything but a commendable commentary 
on the people’s representatives that they 
may elect to pass on to the President an 
unpleasant task that actually is their own. 

Nearly all Senators and Representa- 
tives give lip service to economy. They 
claim they want Government spending 
reduced. But when they’re called upon 
to vote reductions that may deprive their 
home districts or States of Federal funds, 
that is an entirely different matter.

Better Than None at All 


Every proposed Federal expenditure 
has its backers who exert pressure on 
Congressmen. Congressmen are reluctant 
to say no. Too many of them, it would 
seem, are trying to be all things to all 
pressure groups. 

Tf this resolution becomes law, whether 
as a resolution or as an amendment to a 
money bill, which some are proposing to 
avoid a veto, President Truman will be 
faced with the politically risky task of de- 
termining where the necessary cuts are to 
be made. That very obviously is Congress’ 
job. And we think the President would be 
wholly justified in complaining bitterly 
and verbally chastising Congress for fail- 
ing to perform its duty. 

Nevertheless, time is running out. If 
there is to be any curtailment of Govern- 
ment spending it must be enacted into law 
soon. Several important money bills al- 
ready have passed. It is too late to go 
back and chop off spending tnere. 

In the absence of anything more prom- 
ising, we hope the new economy move 
succeeds. It is a sorry substitute for the 
decisive and forthright action Congress 
should take. But it is better than no 
economy at all. 


A Platform and a Program 


Now and then, since it is composed of 
human beings, the League of Women 
Voters appears inconsistent and sometimes 
it misses the boat in attempting to hew 
to the letter of its “non-partisan” position. 

But, in the main, it has steered a true 
course and we regard it generally as a 
valuable organization, learning as it lives, 
which is the way of life. It is the only 
organization which seeks to create a sound 
interest in politics and it is the only or- 
ganization which collects and compiles re- 
search in political problems. 

The Georgia League has announced in 
a pamphlet release its platform and em- 
phasis program for 1949-1950. The plat- 
form is as follows: 

I. Democratic government is founded on con- 
stitutional safeguards of certain inalienable 
rights of the people. te 

In upholding this principle, the League has 
supported the following measures and policies: 

1. Legal regulations of the primaries to in- 
sure fair, honest, democratic procedures. 

2. Secret Ballot. Essential to democratic 
freedom is a citizens’ right to cast his ballot with- 
out fear of reprisai—economic or otherwise. 
This 1s accomplished through a secret ballot. A 
1949 Georgia law makes the secret ballot manda- 
tory (permitting use of voting machines where 
population warrants). 

3. Specific legislation to insure jury service 
for women. 

Il. Democratic government must be under- 
standable by the people and accountable to the 
people if it is to endure. 

In upholding this principle, the League has 
supported the following measures and policies: 

1. A short ballot with emphasis on the elec- 
tion of policy-determining officials only—ad- 
ministrative officials to be appointed. 

2. Representation in the General Assembly 
on the basis of population. 

3. Repeal of the county unit system: Until 
the county unit system is repealed, the League 
would endorse a law that would require that to 


win a county’s unit votes, the candidate must 
receive a majority instead of a plurality of 
votes cast insthe county. 

4. No State primary before Sept. 1. 

5. Abolition of the poll tax as a prerequisite 
for voting. 

III. Democratic government must -be effi- 
cient to cope with a streamlined industrial age. 

In upholding this principle, the League has 
supported the following measures and policies: 

1. Statewide Merit System. 

2. Improved legislative procedures. 

3. Substantial reduction in the number of 
counties through consolidation. 

4. Continued work for further improvement 
of our State Constitution. 

IV. Democratic government must assume 
new responsibilities to meet modern social de- 
mands. 

In upholding this principle, the League has 
supported strengthening the departments of: 
Health, Welfare and Education. 


THE EMPHASIS PROGRAM is made up of 
those governmental issues which the Conven- 
tion and Council have chosen for concerted ac- 
tion during the period 1948-1950. 

I. Election System—made modern, integrated 
and enforceable, and including: 

1. Protection of the citizen’s access to the 
ballot, including retention of majority vote in 
general election. 

2. Protection of permanent registration. 

3. Expense of primaries paid from public 
funds and candidates’ fees fixed by law 

II. Finance System—strengthening of the 
State’s finance system by complete tax revision 
and long-time tax plan. 

III. Home Rule—extended to all cities and 
counties of Georgia. 

IV. Penal System—built with emphasis on 
rehabilitation and including an adequate proba- 
tion and juvenile court system. 

We think the league has a good plat- 
form and program and we congratulate 
the league.

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Certain Aspects 
Of Religious Life 


In traveling over the rural South I have vis- 

ited a great many church “reunions.” They are 

a pleasant feature of our Summers. Yet they 

also are wistfully accusing. They take on the atmosphere of a 

sort of home-coming as former residents and members come, some 

from great distances, to attend the reunion at the “old church,”® 
which they love as one loves old things out of the past. 


Usually a famous preacher is there for the occasion. Old memo- 
ries are revived. Friends gather in small groups, and talk, with 
laughter and tears, about their childhood and the school days. 
The cemetery is at hand and many stroll through it, looking at 
the old stones and the new ones. The out-of-State visitors always 
inquire about the newest stones ... “I didn’t know she had died 
...1hadn’t heard ... Was it sudden? ...A heart attack, I guess? 
...1-heard he was not too well... there’s old Judge McCree’s 
grave ... remember the day he held court and a drunk man in 
the back kept making a noise. There’s Miss Milly’s grave... 


she was a fine lady...’ 
After After the preaching there is the basket dinner and the 
children running and playing. And, finally, there is the 
first car that “starts home,” to be followed soon by the others. 
Reunions break up fast and, finally, all seem to be leaving in 
something of a hurry as if a duty were done and it was all over. 
The old church is again alone in the gathering shadows—with 
maybe a stray hound left, prowling the lawn for chicken bones. 


.At such old churches, some 100 and more years old, there is 
preaching varying from “once in a while” to “once a month.” Rare- 
ly are they in the regular church business. One inquires about 
them and learns they once were prosperous, active churches. But 
the people moved away ... the farms wore out... after the 
boll weevil ruins the cotton the farms around sort of broke up... 
too many of the young people grew up and moved to town... ” 
Not only is the church all but abandoned—so is the community. 

There are many reasons. ' 


Reasons At the risk of being misunderstood, which I trust will 

not happen, I will risk the assertion that today 
churches too often fail to integrate themselves into the lives of 
their members and the community. There is for many a comfort 
and a substance to spend merely the hour at church each Sunday. 
But, as I read the reports of denominational meetings and the sur- 
veys undertaken nationally, I see many, many persons, not hostile 
to church, quoted as saying “they get nothing vut of a church serv- 
ice.” There is a tendency to be critical of such persons. With this 
I cannot agree. Perhaps they don’t get anything out of a service. 
If not, there must be a reason which could be ascertained. Per- 
haps such persons would be well worth bringing into a religious 


activity. 
Land I have seen, too, in the rural South, the truth of the say- 
| ing that all we have comes from the land. Good churches 
grow out of good land. Poor ones, and empty ones, grow out of 
sorry land. The church, it seems to me, can rebuild land, schools 
and people, as well as churches. 
In most of the rural South there is an awakening and a realiza- 
tion that one reason people leave the land and move to town is 
that too many rural communities are “drying up.” That is to 
say, they offer nothing in the way of community work, recreation 
and accomplishment. é 
One of the most exciting of these is that at Oak Mountain, in 
Carroll County. It is literally true that a very few years ago very 
few children in the community had ever heard the story of Christ 
and his teachings. 


Now Now, after three years, something of a miracle has been 

wrought at Oak Mountain. Men who once made moon- 
shine whiskey, now serve in the Sunday school. The people are 
ene ge Aig er gee with their church as the heart and 
inspiration of it. ere one may see the actual i 
and the Golden Rule. ' ice es epee 
It will embarrass him, but I cannot in honesty refrain from say- 
ing that it is a young minister, Richard Flinn, who has provided a 
large measure of the planning and inspiration. Out of a very 
great personal admiration, I must say that to my way of thinking 
he has done, and is doing, one of the finest jobs of. integrating 
religion and life that I know. The genius of it lies in letting the 
people themselves do it. He is almost naive about it. He reminds 
me at times of the early years of the artist Van Gogh, who was 
first a preacher. He sometimes is misunderstood. But the man’s 
great integrity and Christianity have endeared him to many hun- 
dreds and bound them to him with hoops of steel. The Quakers 
have honored him and the people of Oak Mountain by sending one 
of their workshops there to assist the project. They will work, in 
the real sense of the word. They will build land, school and 
people. The people of Oak Mountain will work with them to apply 
the teachings and the meaning of Christianity to everyday life. All 
phases of rural living will be integrated with the church. It seems 
to me that is a program the whole Protestant church might adopt. 
Their friends, the Catholics, have managed to make their church a 
very personal thing in the lives of their members by a well-defined 
program. The neople of Oak Mountain, many of whose children 
did not know, three years ago, the story of Jesus, provide an an- 
swer of what this project can mean.

When the University of Michigan decided 
to engage in a program of research and study 
to develop peacetime humanitarian and_ utili- 
tarian uses for atomic energy, it turned to its 
alumni and friends for “venture capital” to 
finance the program. This is typical of the 
University, for more than half its resources have 
been attained through gifts, grants and self- 
liquidating projects. Although the University 
is a State institution, it seemed better to ask 
for private than for public money for a new 
and untried project of this nature. 

It was decided, therefore, to establish the 
Atomic Research Center at the University as a 
memoria! to the 520 men and women who lost 
their lives during World War Il. This fulfilled 
the desire of the students, faculty members and 
alumni that the memorial must be living in 
nature, must make a real contribution to peace, 
and must be beneficial to humanity. 


Faculty members who planned the atomic- 
research program visualized this tremendous 
new force, first used as a weapon of war, as 
a new servant for man if he could only learn 
to employ it intelligently. They saw atomic 
energy, which left in its wake death and de- 
struction, rising from the ashes to bring to 
man a better and fuller life. 


This recalled the ancient. Arabian legend of 
the Phoenix bird which, every 500 years, flew 
into the temple and burned itself on the altar as a 
sacrifice. The next day, out of the ashes, rose 
the young new Phoenix. Thus the Michigan 
atomic research program came to be known as 
the Phoenix Project. 

Then when the research and study program 
was adopted by the alumni as its memorial, 
the name became Michigan Memorial-Phoenix 
Project. 

The alumni group is about to engage in a 
nationwide effort to raise the $6,500,000 of capital 
that is needed to finance the atomic-research 
program. 

The alumni attitude is that the faculty has 
the technical skill needed for the work; that there 
exists a vital need for application of atomic 
energy to peacetime uses; that through its pro- 
gram the University can make a real contribu- 
tion. The only thing lacking’ is the capital to 
provide the financing. This the alumni propose

to get from their own organization, supported by 
friends, corporations and foundations. 

Michigan has sound historical reasons for ex- 
pecting the fund-raising to be successful, Of the 
University’s assets at the close of the last fiscal 
year which totaled $113,000,000, some 60 percent 
had been attained through gifts, grants and self- 
liquidating projects. 

Owing to the dual nature of its financial sup- 
port, the University of Michigan is able to operate 
with the joint advantages of a state and a private 
institution. This is one of the reasons why the 
University has been less hampered by political 
influence than are most publicly supported uni- 
versities. To put it another way, Michigan is a 
great university because it is a free university. 


But its relationship to the State of Michi- 
gan is such that the people through the Legis- 
lature recognize it as an object of pride 
worthy of public support. For many years 
the people supported the University through 
a mill-tax by which the University’s finan- 
cial structure was more or less, guaranteed. 
Twenty years ago it received more state 
funds per student than any other university. 
Add to this generous and statesmanlike 
financial aid the gifts and bequests of alumni 
and friends, and you have the recipe which 
brought to Michigan the rank of the foremost 
state university. - 


Through constitutional provisions, the Uni- 
versity is a separate legal entity in Michigan. 
Its regents are elected by the people in biennial 
elections, following nominations by the political 
parties. Regents serve for terms of eight years 
and may be re-elected. | , 

The University of Michigan has found, in 
short, that there is no incompatibility between 
public support and private support—that the dis- 
tinction between public and private universities 
is to some extent an artificial one. Through gen- 
erous public support, the University has been as- 
sured that financial stability and security which 
are indispensable to every great educational 
enterprise. Through the patiently developed tra- 
dition of private support from alumni and friends 
it has insured the equally valuable assets of in- 
tellectual integrity and freedom from political 
influence. : nia

He Carried On the Tradition 


As you undoubtedly know, on Monday, May 9, William Lurye, 
an organizer for David Dubinsky’s International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Union, was trapned in a phone booth at 224 W. 35th 
Street and stabbed to death. But what vou may not know is that 
the thugs who knifed Lurye killed another person that dav—an 
old man with a bushv mustache and a leg cut off at the knee. 

I got the story a few hours ago when I dropped into a midtown 
sandwich shop for lunch and met up with Charles Zimmerman, 
manager of Local 22, and the man whom Lurye was trying to 
phone when he was murdered. 

“There’s one thing about the case I don’t understand,” I said. 
“Why did Lurye, a guy with four kids and a siek wife, give up a 
job with a dress house that was paying him $180 a week, and go 
to work for your union for a hundred less?” 

“To understand Willie Lurye.” said Zimmerman, “you have to 
understand the tradition behind him. And that tradition was his 
father. Let me tell you about him... .” 


Caution maker, joined one of Sam Gompers’ early unions, 
made a couple of speeches and got himself blacklisted by the 
trade. To keep his wife and eight kids in eatables and wearables, 
he became a junk dealer and, a couple of decades later, when the 
junk dealers started a union of their own, he was one of the first 
to sign up. But, mindful of his past experience, he let others do 
the speech-making and bargaining. 

_ One day in the arm-twisting ’20s, Al Capone took inventory and 
discovered that the Junkmen’s Union was one of the few labor 
organizations in Chicago which wasn’t paying him _ protection 
money and so, at the union’s next meeting, a squash-nosed gent 
thumbed the officers off the platform, rapped on the stand for 
ordar with his revolver, and delivered a short talk on the advan- 
tages of signing up with the syndicate. 

When Max noticed that the union officials were disinclined to 
argue the matter, he appointed himself a committee of one to repre- 
sent the membership. 

“Tell Mr. Capone,” he said, getting to his feet, “that we’re grate- 
ful for his interest, but we’re doing fine and don’t need any help.” 
Threats Tactfully, the hoodlum pointed out that union men 

who objected to an association with his altruistic boss 
often wandered into the marshes south of Chicago and disappeared, 
but Max wasn’t impressed. 

“Tell your boss,” he said, quietly, “that I expect to outlive him, 
and that as long as my name is signed to one of its cards, no 
racketeer is going to run the Junkmen’s Union.” 

Needled by Max’s courage, the rest of the membership began 


hollering for the gangster to get off the platform. And from then | 
on the ex-cigar maker was Private Enemy No. 1 of Public Enemy | 


No. 1. 
A few nights later, while Lurye was talking to a friend named 


Beaverman on a street corner, a limousine pulled up and a tommy- 
gun began throwing lead. Max was only winged, but his friend 
was killed. 


The second attempt on Max’s life came as he drove his truck — 


out of the junkyard one morning. This time, one of the bullets 
caught him in the groin and, when he was operated on, the doc- 
tors gave him small hope of survival. But Max refused to die 
and, a few months after the operation, for reasons the doctors 
never fully understood, he was back on his feet again, directing 
his union’s struggle against the hoods. That is, he was on one foot, 
for a leg infection had made an amputation necessary. 


Princi le “You see how it is, Willie,” the old man explained 
p to his son a few days after he got out of the hospital. 
“A man’s got to have his dignity or he ain’t no man. He can’t 
live like an animal, running away from other animals because 
they happen to be stronger than he is. Unless he fights for what 
he knows is right, his life ain’t much of a life... .’ 

And that was the tradition, according to Zimmerman, that 
Willie Lurye inherited from his father, and which prompted 
him to take a job with his union for a hundred bucks less when 
he learned that goons were again invading New York’s garment 
district. And evidently a lot of people thought well of this tra- 
dition, because the ‘hearse which carried his body down Eighth 
Avenue was followed by one of the largest funeral processions 
ever seen in New York. vs ;

350 Roofs Collapsed—But He Was Calm 


WASHINGTON—Carroll Tyler is a serene and unruffled man. 


So when the ceilings of 350 new 


houses first began to smash in on the heads of their occupants, he was unperturbed. When all the 
ceilings of all the houses cracked, groaned and crashed, he decided that something was wrong. What 
that something was he has not yet discovered. And if this didn’t involve our money, taxpayers, I 
think it would be a funny story. As it is, I’m afraid your’e not going to laugh. 


“T have a feeling that money is being spent 
at Los Alamos (atom bomb town in New Mex- 
ico) in a manner that is really startling,” be 
fan Sen. Bourne B. Hickenlooper, of Iowa, who 
claims thal atom business is incredibly misman- 
aged. Then he began pulling index cards out 
of his pockets and reading same. Seemed there 
was an 1l-room log lodge in Los Alamos; the 
Government spent $329,000 to build a 28-room 
annex. It threw up a playhouse for Boy Scouts 
and other young’uns of the atomeers; cost $50,- 
000. It spent $48,000 remodeling a single two- 
family house. 


Town Manager Tyler calmly said that 
these costs were not unreasonable. The 
trouble was, said he, that 350 fancy new 
houses were being ‘built in the northwest 
part of town when he arrived in the Summer 
of 1947. The sensitive scientists who moved 
in were delighted. Those who didn’t were 
jealous. They called the new subdivision 
Snob Hill. One of the best ways to return 
peace to his big and unhappy family, he fig- 
ured, was to get the boss themist, Dr. Nor- 
ris E. Bradbury, to stay in his old house 
downtown. 


The doc said he would be delighted, but that 
unfortunately his war-built edifice was caving in. 
He’d stay, but Tyler’d have to fix it. What 
with one thing and another, including an incom- 
petent contractor, the job of remodeling Dr. 
Bradbury’s place totaled $48,000. 


Came the Winter snows and those denizens 


‘of Snob Hill lost their smug expressions. All 


their roofs leaked. Without exception. The 
water gushed in from the melting snow, satur- 
ated the ceilings and sent them shattering down

on no telling how many highbrows. Some of 
the floors buckled; some of the foundations 
sagged, and if ever there were jerrybuilt houses, 
there were 350 horrid examples. Tyler had to 
spend $300,000 making them fit to live in again 
less than six months after they were built, 
and investigations have been proceeding ever 
since. 4 

The Army hired a celebrated architect, W. C. 
Kreuger, to design them. It retained the McKee 
Construction Company, of El] Paso, Texas, to 
build them. : 

“Who was at fault?” demanded Sen. Hicken- 
looper. 

The unhappy Tyler said he didn’t know. He 
asked the Army Engineer Corps to investigate; 
it wrote a report that didn’t lambaste anybody. 
Sen. Brien McMahon, of Connecticut, Chairman 
of the Joint Atomic Energy Committee, wondered 
why he’d asked the Army Engineers to investi- 
gate themselves. 


The trouble was, said Tyler, that after the 
houses were started the contractor couldn’t 
get seasoned lumber in accord with Archi- 
tect Kreuger’s plans. It brought in some 
green wood. Kreuger said he’d have to 
change the blueprints to take care of that; 
the Army said skip it, the houses were need- 
ed in a hurry. 


It got ’em in a hurry, too. Who’s to blame, 
said Tyler, is a question he can’t answer. All 
he knows is that when he took over the town 
under civilian control, the houses he thought 
he’d inherited from the military turned out to 
be castles in the sand. They just melted away. 

Join me here again tomorrow; I think we'll 
learn some more about the rugged life as lived 
on Snob Hill.

His victory was somewhat of a surprise to 
outsiders in the election of surprises last Novem- 
ber, but he attracted immediate national atten- 
tion because he, like Sen. Paul Douglas, ran far 
ahead of President Truman. Only toward the 
end of the tireless campaign which the two men 
carried on for months did it become evident 
within the State that they had stirred up a 
veritable revolution in Illinois. Their twin vic- 
tory was a refreshing triumph for popular gov- 
ernment. 


Like other Democratic Governors who 
were swept into office last November, Gov. 
Stevenson has had much trouble with his 
Legislature, but he is learning practical poli- 
tics fast—if the hard way. He is coming out 
of his ordeal somewhat better, for example, 
than Gov. Chester Bowles in Connecticut 
and the more youthful Mennen Williams 
in neighboring Michigan, both of whom, like 
Gov. Stevenson, are having their first ex- 
perience in State government after previous 
experience in the field of national govern- 
ment.

This is reflected in a 
speech he made at the recent Governors’ Con- 
ference at Colorado Springs, where he was an 
outstanding figure. He lined up against “States’ 
Righters” and for a proper division of Federal 
and State functions and aims. And, in urging 
that States must improve their inefficiency and 
methods, said: “I don’t hesitate to say that public 
administration at every level of government 
could be vastly improved.” 

Such improvement he has tried to achieve 


‘of the State Constitution. 


This is because 


in his State. He has had some success in the 
field. of administrative reform—in improving 
civil service; increasing salaries of State em- 
ployees; integrating State welfare «agencies to 
reduce duplication and overlapping and in mov- 
ing to take the State Police out of politics and 
opening the way for a merit system. 

In the field of social reform, he is expecting 
in the end to get considerable increases for edu- 
cation in the budget. His budget was criticized 
as being too ambitious and was the subject of 
much controversy. Increases were in the field 
of social services, while the budget made econo- 
mies in other directions. 

He lost out in an attempt to establish a State 
FEPC, Fair Employment Practices Commission, 
and likewise failed by four votes in the House 
of Representatives to get a much-needed revision 
He has a Democratic 
House and a Republican Senate. 


Gov. Stevenson has a complicating fac- 
tor found in.some other large States — a 
powerful city with a political organization 
which also is influential in State politics and 
in the Legislature. He and Martin H. Ken- 
nelley, the businessman “reform” Mayor of 
Chicago, ran into differences over allocation 
of State funds to cities, the Mayor seeking 
more for Chicago than was appointed in the 
Governor’s budget. This was compromised 
by permitting Chicago to levy additional city 
license taxes. 


A conflict of interest between Governor and 
Mayor undoubtedly will be a continuing factor 
in Gov. Stevenson’s regime. Since the Mayor, 
too, is a Democrat, this affords competition within 
the Party in Illinois between two men powerful 
politically. |

What Is a ‘Performance Budget’? 


Eighth of a Series of Stories on the Hoover Commission Report 


The Hoover Commission’s main suggestion on Federal budgeting is clear enough, though it might 
take a banker or an accountant to understand all the details. The Commission wants to institute what 
it calls a performance budget. A performance budget emphasizes what is to be accomplished with the 
money: What the work is, how important it is, finally, how much it will cost. Such a budget is drafted 
to make it clear to Congress and to the taxpayers just what is actually going to be done with the money. 


The Commission says the present system of 
presenting budgets for Federal departments and 
agencies is hopelessly old-fashioned and coniused. 
For an example, it gives the National Naval 
Medical Center at Bethesda, Md. The hospital is 
now getting money from 12 different places. 

There is no one section in the present budget 
where the total cost of running a Navy hospital 
is shown. 

The money for the Bethesda hospital comes 
from such a scattering of allotments as these: 
Secretary’s Office — Miscellaneous Expenses, 
Navy. Bureau of Ships—Maintenance. Bureau of 
Ordnance—Ordnance and Ordnance Stores. Bu- 
reau of Supplies and Accounts—Pay, Subsistence 
and Transportation. Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
eounts—Maintenance. Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts—Transportation of Things. Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery—Medical Department, 
Navy. Ect., etc., etc. 


“We propose, for instance,” the Commis- 
sion says, “that by using performance budget- 
ing the costs of operating the Bethesda Cen- 
ter, along with those of other comparable 
naval hospitals, would be shown as an identi- 
fiable program under one appropriation 
title for ‘Medical Care’.” | 


The performance budget is not a new idea. It 
has already been adopted by some States and 
a number of cities. 3 

A performance budget would not shift any 
responsibility. Congress could still limit expendi- 
Such a budget would only make it easier 
for the President, Congress and the taxpayers 
to understand where the money goes and how 
much is being accomplished with it. A review of 
a budget, says the Commission, should center 
around two questions: 

“1, What is the desirable magnitude of any 
major Government program or function in terms 
of need, relation to other programs and propor- 
tion of total governmental expenditures? This is 
essentially a question of public policy and must 
be answered by the responsible officials of the 


executive branch and eventually by the Con-. 


ess. 

“2. How efficiently and economically can an 
approved Government program be executed? In 
other words, can the same amount of work be 
performed satisfactorily under different arrange- 
ments or through improved procedures at less 
cost?” 

The Commission finds the present system of 
listing requirements in the budget complex, con- 
fused and contradictory. Some items, as listed, 
are too broad in scope. Others are too narrow 
and detailed. Then there are several different 
kinds of authorizations: Annual, no-year and 
permanent appropriations, reappropriations, con- 


tract authorizations and appropriations to liqui- 
date contract authorizations. 

The Commission suggests that Congress order 
a complete survey of the appropriating system. 


The agencies that spend the money now 
submit to the Budget Bureau their requests 
for current funds, by quarters of the year. 
They must report the status of the appro- 
priations, showing obligations and balances. 
But the Hoover Commission says such re- 
ports are often misleading; that the agen- 
cies report their obligations more or less as 
they see fit. There is no direct check over 
them. The Commission says this is a glaring 
weakness. 


There is a further recommendation that the 
budgeting for any agency or for any kind of 
work should carefully separate current expenses 
and capital outlay. Appropriations for capital 
outlay, made yearly, are usually only a part of 
the total for the project. Often it is not clearly 
shown how much has already been spent and 
how much more must be spent. 

When it came to the part of this report that 
deals with Government accounting, the Hoover 
Commission was by no means unanimous. There 
were several dissents, also dissents from dis- 
sents. 

The majority recommended that an account- 
ant general be set up under the Secretary of the 
Treasury. He would have authority to prescribe 
general accounting methods and see that they 
were followed. These would be subject to the 
approval of the Comptroller General. 

The present system must be extremely messy 
and expensive. The Commission quotes the pres- 
ent law and then says, in part: 


“In fulfilling his responsibilities under 
this section, the Comptroller General now 
requires administrative agencies of the exec- 
utive branch to submit all expenditure 
vouchers and supporting documents for every 
individual transaction to the general account- 
ing office for examination and ‘settlement.’ 
This is a costly system. It, means freight 
carloads of vouchers from all over the United 
States to Washington for individual examina- 
tion in the general accounting office. .:. 


“Over $30,000,000 is needed a year to oper- 
ate the general accounting office on its present 
ee. wk 

“Therefore the Commission recommends: 

“a. That the practice of sending millions of 
expenditure vouchers and supporting papers to 
Washington be stopped as far as possible... . 

“b. That a spot sampling process ... might 
be substituted. .. .”

With this expansion have come 
the inevitable problems in the con- 
trol and treatment of the various 
parasitic and infectious diseases of 
livestock. Co-existent with these) 
problems has come the need for 
more veterinarians to cope with 
these problems of animal diseases 
as well as the need for veterina- 
rians in public health services, 
diagnostic laboratory work, bio- 
logical research in animal diseases, 
and in the various ramifécations of 
Federal, State, county, and munici- 
pal regulatory activitiés conducted 
by veterinarians, This need for 
veterinarians is intensified because 
the net results of the manv ramifi- 
cations of veterinary services lead 
ito surrounding the production of 
livestock and related food indus- 
‘tries with increasingly effective 
safeguards fér both animal and 
man. To this need must be added 
the demand for veterinarians on 
the part of the vast poultry indus- 


try and the owners of several mil- 
lion dogs and cats. 


PRIOR TO the end of the recent 
war there were only 10 veterinary 
colleges in the United States, only 
one of these located in the South- 
eastern region. There has been 
and still remains a great demand 
on the part of war veterans as well 
as other students of veterinary 
training. 
this demand seven new veterinary 
colleges have been created. Two 
of this number are located in the 
Southeastern region. One is the 
Tuskegee Institute School of Vet- 
erinary Medicine which this year 
received the® approval of the 
American Veterinary Medical As- 
sociation as an accredited veteri- 
nary college. 


The Tuskegee School this May 
graduated five well-trained 
young Negro veterinarians to 
join the ranks of the nation’s 
veterinarians armed with scien- 
tific knowledge to provide de- 
pendable protection for animals 
and man in the many ramifica- 
tions of veterinary services. The 
demand for veterinary training 
has been very great in the South- 
eastern region. 


Several States have indicated 
that their need for qualified 
trained veterinarians to safeguard 
their livestock anc related indus- 
tries is acute. The cast of estab- 
lishing and maintaining a veteri- 
nary college is prohibitive for most 
States but more acute is the diffi- 
culty that would be encountered in 
attempting to staff the colleges 
with well trained specialists. There 
are Many opportunities for vet- 
erinarians who are_ specifically 
trained to staff the existing 
schools. This fact, in itself, further 
intensifies the need for training in 
veterinary medicine. 


STATISTICS indicate that the 
three sck.ools in veterinary medi- 
cine in the Southeast received 1,700 
inquiries from prospective students 
in this area who wished to take 
veterinary medicine last year. Of 
this number approximately 130 
students entered the freshman 
class at the three schools. The 
Tuskegee Veterinary School has 
not as yet found it necessary to 
deny admission to any student 
qualified for admission. 

It is anticipated that the school 
will’ able to provide veterinary 
education for approximately 50 
students each year to materially 
assist in supplying much needed 
veterinarians to meet the urgent 
demand for veterinary services 
throughout the South and the na- 
tion. The Tuskegee Veterinary 
School has been somewhat region- 
al in scope from its inception. 
There are 11 Southern States rep- 
resented:in its student body and 
there is every indication that it 
will render much more valuable 
services in this respect in the fu- 
ture. 

In keeping with our policy 
throughout the years the Vet- 
erinary School now stands ready 
to provide education in a field 
where there is an urgent de- 
mand for training and in a field 
in which the institute’s gradu- 
ates can again render valuable 
services to the Southern areas. 

Young Negroes who are contem- 
plating 2a college career should 
give serious thought to the field 
of veterinary medicine as an- 
other new area wherein they 
may render services where serv- 
ieses are urgently needed. 

The Southeastern region and the

Increases in state and 
county work more than offset a 
moderate decline from the pre 
vious month’s volume of municipal 
awards.

BORROWING OR EARNING? 

A friend calls in to ask what we know about long-term 
credit to farmers who are striving to convert from their pres- 
ernit system of farming to a better system of farming, or as 
we would say, from a cotton-and-corn system to a grass sys- 
tem.

Most of our expansions, both in} 
land and in livestock have come 
from earnings, rather than from 
borrowings.
